Gooseberries 
and green currants are offered at three 
nnd four boxes for 85 oeuts. Ohorrles 
are sold obcip and blackberries are about 
10 cents per box. California cherries arn 
IB cents per pound, California plnmbs CO 
oents per basket and nprlootB 76 cents per 
basket. Oranges ecll for SO cents up, 
according to tbo quality, lemons at 2!> 
cents per dozen and bananas at 10, 15 
and 20 cents per do/-,en. Pineapples are 
B6 oents naob. 


In tbo way of vegetables there are 


beets, radishes, new onions, turnips, pie 
plant at three bunches far 10 cents. 
Lettuce sells throe heads for 10 cones and 
cauliflower Is from G cents to IS cents 
per bead, according to tbe elzo. Wax 
boans and gwon peas noil as high as 30 
cents pxr pock, and egg plant are 25 cents 
each. Old onions are 0 cents por pound 
and new potatoes are US cents per peck. 


Spring chickens are still a little high. 


They soil all the way from BO oents up, 
according to the elzo. Old chickens are 
12K cents per pound. Eggs are 18 cents 
per dozen.

I know o£ only 
one state aud one town where the di- 
vorce laws are so scandalously 1'ix as 
they describe. That is a small town In 
Indiana. 


There arc two great American roll- 


....j» which have *ery luxurious train* 
—fast trinns, which wo cull limited ex- 
jirt'B. One of these trains passes over 
the New York Central railway, of which 
I have the honor to bo president, and 
the other over tho PeuusyKanio. It is 
customary, I believe, one-half hour be- 
fore the limited express on the Penn- 
sylvania road renchcs that town far the 
conductor—or guard, as he is called 
in Britain—to announce that the trafn 
will stop half an hour at the next sta- 
tion for those desiring to obtain di- 
vorces, and that tho courthouse is ot 
the right of the station and directly 
across tho street. So many Americans, 
I regret to suy, avail themselves of thi» 
escape from matrimony that the Penn- 
sylvania limited express is never with- 
out passengers.
